Of Hard Liquor 


Next 2 Months 


Hard liquor ration for Alberta 
for the months of November and 
December has been doubled, and 
permit-holders will be entitled to 
buy 26 ounces in each of the two | 
months, J. A. King, chairman of 
the Alberta Liquor Control 
Board, announced Friday. 

Amounts of beer and wine avail- 
able to Albertans in the next two 
months remain the same, with one 
dozen pints of beer and 26 ounces 
of wine per month available to per- 
mittees. 

The increased ration is a gesture 
for the coming holiday season, Mr. 
King said, 

New allotments of liquor, wine 
and beer will be available to the 
liquor board Nov. 1, as a new bev- 
erage year starts on that date. The 
board, will draw its supplies out of 
the new allotment on a quota basis, 
and the quota remains the same as 
for the beverage year ending Oct. 
31. 


AMENDS TEXT 

Mr. King said the Dominion gov- 
ernment has amended text of its 
original liquor-rationing orders, 
and a clause which put the Cana- 
dian provinces on a quota “for the 
year ending Oct. 31” has _ been 
changed to read, “for the duration 
of the war.” 

“That means as far as Ottawa is} 
concerned, the restrictions on liq-| 
uor, wine and beer will remain un- | 
til the war is over,” said Mr. King. 
He has just returned from Ottawa; 
where he attended a conference on 
liquor compensation, in company 
with Hon. Solon E. Low, provincial 
treasurer. 


GOOD ASSORTMENT 

Assortment of liquor available 
Nov. 1 will be good, the board chair- 
man stated. Every variety of bonded 
stock is to be available. 

Number of liquor permits fssued 
between Jan. 1 and the present date 
“far exceed double the number 
issued in any comparable period of 
other years,” said Mr. King. Offi- 
cial figures have not been released, 
but are said to run into six figures,

About 900,000 persons. business con- 
cerns and governing bodies had bought 
Victory bonds by the end of nine of the 
eighteen working days allotted for the 
campaign. Their joint subscriptions to- 
talled $43.000,000 more than half of the 
$1,200,000,000 required. This is a good 
showing, both in the number of buyers and 
in the amount subscribed. Under both 
headings the figures are well beyond those 
of the Fourth loan at the corresponding 
period. 

But there was one less favorable spot 
in the otherwise satisfactory picture. The 
“general public’ seemed to be losing buy- 
ing momentum. This term includes those 
who are not on the list of ‘special names” 
and who do not do their buying through 
firms by which they are employed. 
People living in retirement, farmers, and 
those who carry on small business enter- 
prises of their own in town and country 
make up the bulk of those thus indicated. 

The response from these quarters 
should improve as the returns from can- 
vassers come in, for previous loans have 
been well supported by the “general pub- 
lic’, and people who come under this clas- 
sification no less than others need the pro- 
tection against future reverses which the 
bonds provide. The figures for the first 
half of the campaign period thus give con- 
fidence that the objective will be reached, 
and the Fifth loan bonds distributed much 
more widely than those of any previous 
issue.

Bombing From Italy 


United States bombers have made 
their first raid from Allied bases in Italy. 
Berlin at once identified their target as 
Vienna. an appropriate selection for the 
initial pummeling from the new hopping- 
off points. 

From Foggia the erstwhile Austrian 
capital is only half as far as from bases 
in Britain; Zagreb, capital of Nazi Croatia, 
is less distant, Belgrade no farther away, 
Sofia and Bucharest as near as Vienna is 
to London. Enemy concentrations, muni- 
tions works, oil fields, communication 
lines, in the Balkan peniusula are only half 
as far away as from bases in north Africa 
froin which Allied bombers have been oper- 
ating. 

This 500 mile advance of the air ter- 
minal is one of the immediate gains result- 
ing from the invasion of Italy. Operating 
from these nearer fields, planes can make 
twice as many flights over eastern Ger- 
many and the satellite states without fly- 
ing more mileage. 

It was announced some weeks ago that 
the Liberators were shifting from British 
to Italian bases, because of distance and 
because better flying weather can be 
counted on in winter. The opening of oper- 
ations from these bases marks the hegin- 
ning of a new phase in the overhead attack 
on the Hitler empire. No part of his 
domain is now enough away from 
bomber starting-points to be immune from 
round-the-clock assault.

Terms for Germany 


President Benes of Czechoslovakia says 
the Allies are already drawing up armis- 
tice terms to be granted to Germany. 
This does not mean that the “unconditional 
surrender” stiplation has been abandon- 
ed. It only means that, as in the case of 
Italy, the people of Germany can be told 
promptly what is required of them—after 
they have thrown in the sponge. 

If the terms are being drawn, the Al- 
lied governments must have reached sub- 
Stantial agreement on the main points. 
Herr Hitler, who has been pulling wires in 
all directions to create cleavage among 
them, will not like that inference. But the 
German people will probably learn the 
news with relief. They will know they 
are likely to fare better under conditions 
laid down by the Allies in agreement than 
they would if the peoples they attacked 
were left free to avenge themselves ac- 
cording to their several wills. 

And it must now be apparent to 
thoughtful Germans that the day is ap- 
proaching when their enemies can and will 
dictate the treatment they are to receive. 
They might well shudder if they thought 
the inevitable collapse of their military 
power would be followed by a free-for-all 
orgy of revenge on the part of the dozen 
nations who have been enslaved and out- 
raged. 

The armistice terms are by no means 
likely to be over-lenient, but they will at 
least be restrained within limits, and en- 
forced in an orderly and disciplined way.

The Japs Grabbed the Rice 


It is bad news, from any stand-point, 
that famine conditions exist in eastern In- 
dia, particularly in Bengal. Hunger any- 
where in the world is a call to civilized 
peoples for relief. And in India famine at 
this time can only react to weaken popular 
support for the Allies, for the political agit- 
tators are certain to place the blame on 
Britain, 

The causes are said to be that grain has 
been hoarded, that there has been in- 
efficient distribution of supplies, that too 
much food was shipped out of the country 
to supply troops fighting abroad—and in 
perticular that the Japanese occupation of 
Burma has shut off the rice which Bengal

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and other provinces normally import in 
great quantities. 

The brighter side of the picture is that 
1,000,000 people in Bengal are being fed as 
a relief measure, and that energetic steps 
are being taken by the Government of 
India to meet the situation, These measures 
call for whole-hearted Allied support, 
which they will of course get, on the 
ground of humanity; and not less because 
India is the base from which a drive must 
be launched to clear the Japs out of Burma 
and open the road for arms and supplies to 
China, 

The presence of Allied troops should 
spell prosperity for India, because of the 
market thus created for Indian products 
and the employment provided for enlisted 
men and munitions workers. It would no 
doubt do so, despite the other contributing 
factors to the food shortage, if the Japs 
had not cut off the rice-supply in Burma. 

The reopening of that food source will 
be one result of their expulsion, for which 
an offensive is expected to be opened short- 
ly, though the Japs have probably eaten 
and shipped out all the Burma rice they 
have been able to get hands on.

The reason is that it takes more to 
buy beef in this district than in other sections of 
the Northwest, and the reason of that is that 
Edmonton farmers can do better by holding their 
cattle until spring, when they can get the top price 
for them in Vancouver and Victoria. The reason 
farmers in other parts of the Territories cannot 
do that is because they have not equa! facilities for 
turning out fat cattle in the early spring.

Here is a document which leaves 
no room for doubt on their attitude 
at that time. This document, which 
I rediscovered recently, sets forth 
the official regulations, carefully 
prepared in Berlin offices, for use 
in the correction camps for war 
prisoners. 

These unbelievably barbarous re- 
gulations, these refinements in the 
art of torture, were followed both | 
in letter and in spirit, 1 assure you, 
I myself was a prisoner at Soltau 
Camp, I watched the departure of 
a sizeable contingent of my French | 
comrades for a correction camp. 
Some of them came back, what was 
left of them, Their faces were dis- 
figured almogt beyond recognition 
from suffering. One of these men 
was a good friend of mine, Georges 
Andre, the famous French athlete, 
star of the 1908 Olympics in Lon- 
don, five times French recordman, 
winner of the famous All-around 
Athlete competition in 1913, Geor- 
ges Andre was a captain in the 
French North African Army ntil 
his death two months ago. He gave 
me the text of these regulations, 
which he had succeeded in stealing 
from the Kommandantur at one of 
the correction camps in the Rus- 
sian part of Poland. Immediately 
after the last war, he had published 
a book on his experiences as a pri-| 
soner of war in Germany. Before 
reproducing this d ocument, 1 
should like to quote a passage from 
his book which shows that no Nazis 
were needed to make murderers of 
the Germans; “In Russia,” writes 
Georges Andre, “I saw one of my 
companions shot down like a dog. 
He had walked a short distance 
away from the work-site and had 
not heard the guard call him back. 
By the way, the soldier who mur-

Can this war 
time co-operation with the U.S.S.R 
be carried over into a peaceful 
world? It would be a calamity if 
this status quo were permitted to 
disintegrate instead of becoming 
the cornerstone of future normal 
collaboration. Obviously 10 sys- 
tem of permanent security after the 
war will be either secure or per- 
manent if it does not meet with 
the endorsement of the Kremlin, 

The establishment of a modus 
vivendi with the Moscow govern- 
ment will be a major if not over- 
shadowing concern in all post- 
war negotiations 

Despite the universal acclaim for 
the fighting qualities of the Red 
Army and deep sympathy for the 
Russian people, an accord with the 
U.S. S. R. governing peacetime 
economic social and political rela- 
tions may prove complicated, In 
the stress of war the intrinsic psy- 
chological and organic differences 
between the framework of the So- 
viet order and the political regimes 
in other countries have been side- 
stepped; a program for posiwar 
collaboration must take these dif- 
ferences into account. The similari- 
ties between the Soviet Union and 
the United Nations are many, but 
the dissimilarities and antitheses 
are more and greater, 

Since 1917 Russia has been more 
than a political state. To 200,000,- 
000 people within its own confines 
and to millions beyond the Soviet 
borders, Communism is a new so- 
sial religion with a Messianic com- 
plex and a missionary zeal. It is a 
creed dealing with destiny of man 
on earth, and with a concrete social 
and economic program for his ma- 
terial elevation. The motive forces 
of Communism are behind every 
one of the foreign and domestic 
policies of the Soviets. The problem 
of integrating the U, S. S. R. into 
a postwar concert of world nations 
is one not merely of physical, but 
of an ideological balance of power, 
of spiritual frontiers as well as of 
geograpnic boundaries—of a real- 
istic program upon which the Col- 
lectivist East and the Individualist 
West can unite. 

It would be catastrophic, how- 
ever, for the nations of the West 
to come to the peace table without 
an adequate assessment of the his 
toric aims of the Soviet regime or 


with a deluded and unreal appre-| 


ciation of its world outlook. 


STILL REVOLUTIONARY 
Nothing is more laughable to 
Russians or more misleading to the 
people of the United Nations than 
the frequent assertions made in re- 
cent months that Russia was “ap- 
proacning our way of life’, 
was “reverting 
that Stalin was retreating from the 
motive forces of communism, from 
its morals and its politics. Nothing 
has occurred in Russia to justify 
such statements. As a means of 
friendship they are totally mislead- 
ing, for they are constantly dis- 
proved by the official acts of the 
Soviet government. The constitu 
tion of the U. S. S. R., adopted 
in Deenmber 1936, and familiarly 
spoken of in Russia as the “Stalin 
Constitution”, authoritatively con- 
tradicts al! assertions that the Com 
munist regime in Russia had lost

The substitu- 
tion by Stalin of the slogan “So- 
cialism in a single Country” for 
Trotsky’s “permanent revolution” 
merely means that Stalin is adapt- 
ing Communism to Russian needs, 
without waiting for the “social revo-

The recent dissolution of the 
Commintern (Third International) 
is not a negation of Communist 
belief that the “bourgeois” dem- 
ocracies of the West are “deca- 
dent” and are headed for revolu- 
tion. It merely signifies that Stalin 
had become convinced that the 
Commintern no longer has any 
vital function to perform, that it 
has in fact become useless ballast, 
and, in certain internatonal situa- 
tions, is a definite hindrance to 
the Soviet government. It means. 
however, that Stalin feels confi- 
dent that the Communist parties 
of the world are by now strong 
enough to sail the sea of revolu- 
tion under their own power. 


The war has in some instances 
modified the methods of implanting 
them, but had not changed the 
fundamental principles of Com 
munist doctrine. The Russian revo- 
lution remains the principal event 
of the twentieth century. The eco- 
nomic, political and social rehabili- 
tation of the world is unthinkable 
without a modus vivendi with Com- 
munism and the U.S.S.R. The fix- 
ing of a status quo with 
ism must not only be a part of the 
next peace, it must precede the 
peace, 

HOLDS KEY TO PEACE 

By its size, geographic position, 
its political and military strength, 
the Soviet Union holds the key to 
peace.
